In Effect, He Denies 
Beirut Government 
Charges —- Says Bor- 
der Patrol Would Re- 
quire 10,000 Men.

BEIRUT, July 6—Galo Pla- 
za, chairman of the United Na- 
tions observation group, denied 
in effect today the Lebanese 
government's claim of “mas- 
sive intervention” by the 
United Arab Republie in the 
Lebanese insurrection. 

“| 
we have not found 
massive intervention,” 
told a news conference. 

Asked if the observers could 
have detected mass interven- 
tion if it were going on, he 
replied, “Certainly.” 

Would Need 16,000 Men. 

A reporter reminded him 
that the two statements taken 
together constituted a rejee- 
tion of the Lebanese charge. 
Plaza replied: 

“I'm sure if there were mas- 
sive intervention we would see 
it and report it.” 

Plaza aiso told reporters 

that 10,000 experienced moup- 
tain soldiers would be needed 
to patrol the Lebanese-Syrian 
herder, to cheek on alleged 
caravans of arms and soldiers 
eoming to the assistanee of 
Lebanese rebels. 
. Even then the U.N. group’s 
military experts consider it 
“practically impossible to seal 
off a border egainst small 
groups of infiltrators.” 

Plaza pointed out that a 
5000-man U.N, foree had been 
unable to stop constant border 
crossing in the flat country of 
the Gaza strip end that Co- 
lombia and Venezuela had been 
unable to seal their frontier. 
He is a former president of 
Ecuador. 

Rebels Hold Mest of Border. 

The ohserver group began its 
work under a handiea 
its first men began arriving in 
mid-June, Plaza said. They 
found that the Lebanese gov- 
ernment econtrolled only 72 
miles of the land frontier with 
Syria — a fact not known at 
headquarters in New York 
when the observer group was 
created. The rebels control the 
rest of the border. 

Rebel leaders at first re- 
fused to let the observers enter 
and move freely in the sreas 
they control, Plaza said. He ex- 
plained that the group first 
had to work out arrangements 
with the various rebel groups 
as a “pre-condition” te ade- 
quate observation. 

“We think that once we get 
to the berder-——-and we are al- 
ready there at certain points-— 
we will have a much more ef- 
fective operation,” he | seid.

WASHINGTON, July 5 (UPI) 
~—A showdown over Bernard 
‘Goldfine’s refusal to answer 
‘questions about $776,879 in un- 
cashed checks is expected when 
‘the Boston industrialist returns 
to the witness stand Tuesday. 
-. The treasurer's and certified 
drafts have been purchased by 
Goldfine firms at various times 
since 1941. Goldfine and his 
lawyers insisted at Thursday's 
‘hearing of the House subcom- 
mittee on legislative oversight 
that the checks were not proper 
subject for the inquiry. The 
subcommittee is checking up 
on on the operation of federal 
regulatory agencies set up by 
Congress. It is looking partic- 
ularly into the possibility that 
some of their decisions have 
been influenced improperly. 

Subcommittee counsel Robert 
W. Lishman is known to be 
spending part of the Fourth of 
July holiday going over what 
are described as “new phases” 
of the investigation. 

Suggests Contempt Action. 

Representative John E. Moss 
(Dem.), California, a subcom- 
mittee member, told a reporter 
that, if he were chairman of 
the subcommittee, he would 
order Goldfine to answer ques- 
tions on the uncashed checks 
or face contempt of Congress 
proceedings. 

Joseph O’Hara of Minnesota, 
a Republican member of the 
subcommittee, agreed with 
Moss that “the public is en- 
titled to know the facts.” He 
said the check-buying was a 
“weird” way to do business. 

Another member, Represen- 
ative Morgan H. Moulder 
(Dem.), Missouri, asserted that 
White House and Congres- 
sional employes should return 
 inbey from Goldfine, which the 
éxtile manufacturer has testi- 
fied he wrote off as business 
expenses on his federal income 
tax returns. 

“Goldfine’s motive is quite 


clear—he's trying to buy in-| 


fluence,” Moulder charged. 
Question of State Taxes. 
Moulder said also that the 
subcommittee should find out 
whether Goldfine got tax 
“favoritism” in his home state. 
In Boston, a Massachusetts 
tax official said today Goldfine 
did not file a personal’ state 
income tax return for 1956 and 
had been given an extension of 
time to file his 1957 return.

Dossena frankly admitted his 
workmanship. He said he had 
sold his work as copies and 
had assumed that the sculpture 
would be offered for resale on 
that basis. Popular sympathy 
was on Dossena’s side, par- 
ticularly when it was learned 
that he had profited little from 
what was in fact excellent 
work. 


When it was purchased in 
1953, the St. Louis Diana was 
said to have been found in 
fragments in 1872 near Civita 
Castellana, in Italy, by a 
landed artistocrat and amateur 
archeologist, Count Francesco 
Maneinelli-Scotti. 

The count died without hav- 
ing the fragmentary statue as- 
sembled or cleaned. When he 
died, his heirs sold the object 
to a Swiss collector, who sold 
it to City Art Museum. The 
piece was restored by Joseph 
Ternbach of New York, who 
supplied some missing parts, 
including two toes for Diana's 
left foot. 

When the prized statue was 
bought for St. Louis, Perry T. 
Rathbone, then director here 
and now director of the Boston 
Museum of Fine Arts, called 
it “one of the most important 
revelations of the art of an- 
tiquity that has been made in 
our time.” 

Restored Pieces Removed. 

Nagel said the museum had 
bought the statue in good faith 
from a dealer in which it had 
confidence, and “we still feel 
the figure is very persuasive.” 
He said the Diana would re- 
main on display and the mu- 
seum considered it authentic.

When the snake cages are 
cleaned, attendants wait until 
the big 13-foot king cobra has 
retired to his secondary cage, 
and then shut him off. With 
the others, even the more 
dangerous snakes, it is enough 
to be reasonably vigilant, with 
the cage occupant well out of 
striking distance. 

One of the king cobra’s dis- 
turbing habits is that he is apt 
to be waiting around impatient- 
ly at feeding time, which is 
once a week.

Lentz is unafraid of snakes 
and has handled his share of 
them at the zoo, as a snake 
hunter, and as a boy naturalist 
in Arkansas.

DUESSELDORF, Germany, 


July 5—Chancellor Adenauer's 


policy of rearming West Ger- | 


many in alliance with the West 
will face an important test 
here tomorrow. 

The land, or province, of 
North Rhine-Westphalia, 
which Duesseldorf is the capi- 
tal, will elect its legislature for 
the next four years. 

The area, which, includes the 
Ruhr industrial region, is the 
wealthiest and most populous 
of West Germany. Almost one- 
third of West Germany's peo- 
ple live and work within its 
limits. 

In theory this election should 
be decided on local or regional 
issues. In practice it will be 
at least as much a plebiscite 
about nuclear weapons for the 
West German armed forces 
and a poll of the current pop- 
ularity of the 82-year-old 
statesman who has led this 
country ever since it was cre- 
ated in 1949. 

It may also set the tone for. 
four other elections to be held 
later this year in Schleswig- 
Holstein, Hesse, Bavaria, and 
West Berlin. 

Adenauer Concerned. 

A measure of the importance 
that Adenauer himself attaches 
to the voting here is the num- 
ber of speeches he has made 
since the campaign began in 
May. Altogether he has spoken 
at some 30 meetings. _ 

He is fighting an uphill bat- 
tle. The region has been well- 
governed for the last two years

the Socialists and the smaller |

Against this the Christian | 
Democrats, the Chancellor's 
party, have set as their goal the 
same kind of single party ma- 
jority that Adenauer has en-.

Odds Are Against Them. 

It will be a striking vote of 
confidence if they achieve it, 
but the chances are they won't. 

A variety of fears and an- 
tagonisms are combining 
against them. The Christian 
Demoerats suffered an addi- 
tional and unexpected blow 
this week through the sudden 
death of the head of their 
ticket, Dr. Karl Arnold, who 
would have been minister 
president in any Christian 
Democratic government. 

Both opposition parties are 
pledged to oppose nuclear 
weapons for West Germany. 
They are wringing the last bit 
of emotion they can from this 
awesome prospect. Adenauer 
has said he will accept nuclear 
arms should the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization recom- 
mend them. 

Should the Socialists in par- 
ticular make important gains, 
or even hold their present posi- 
tion, it will be interpreted 
widely as a vote against the 
Chancellor on this issue.

The link between the Don river and 
the Volga is through the man-made sea 
of Tzimlanska, a body of water which 
takes eight hours to cross in a steamer 
that does about 13 miles an hour,’ and 
frequently neither shore is in view, so 
large is this artificial lake. The sea of 
Tzimlanska gives into the canal with 
its 13 massive locks that lift ships 300 
feet and drop them 150 feet.

received them with honor at each stop. 

The royal pair spent two and a half 
days at Stalingrad and they were shown 
the schools, theaters, the tractor plant 
and of course the great power dam being 
constructed. on the other side of the 
Volga. They may have felt at times that 
their hosts were relentless—when the full 
treatment is planned then you get the 
full treatment—but coming from their

It is a 
safe guess that this drive to win.friends 
and influence people by the guided tour 
method is only in its beginning phase. 

Many areas still in the early construc- 
tion or reconstruction stage are out of 
bounds for foreign visitors.

A helicopter reconnaissance company, | 
including one-man reconnaissance heli-| 
copters, troops and weapons carrying | 
helicopters and supply and medical heli- | 
copters, all.armed with machine guns 
and rockets, conducted an _ airborne 
maneuver against an enemy element. 

The demonstration of this concept 
of war was startling as to the possi- 
bilities of helicopter mobility for the 
future. But the most sensational event 
of the two days of demonstrations was 
the firing of an Army Hawk missile de- 
signed for use against low-flying air- 
craft. 

The Hawk is well-named. It is shot 
high with a rocket booster. As it lo- 
cates its prey it dives on it and inter- 
ception probability is close to 100 per 
cent. 

Its radar eye ignores stationary ob- | 
jects, Its unique system of guidance | 
for the first time makes it possible for a 
missile to pick out the reflection from a 
moving target at low altitude—in the 
blind zone of conventional radar. Con- 

ventional radar bounces off the ground 
and is ineffective against low objects. 

In order for the observers to see the 
action of the Hawk, the target was inter- 
cepted at a distance of five miles and an 
altitude of 500 feet. The target was a 
drone jet F-80 traveling about 470 miles 
an hour. 

The Hawk, moving at supersonic 
speed, rose a few thousand feet and 
when its electric eye found the target 
went into its dive on it. It scored a 
direct hit and the old fighter plane 
blew up in flames and fell burning to 
the earth. 

The significance of this accomplish- 
ment can hardly be overrated. It has) 
become apparent in the past few years 
that anti-aircraft guided missiles can 
practically certainly shoot down high fly- | 
ing aircraft, regardless of altitude and | 
speed,

The Hawk pulls the rug out from 
under this method of operation, 
whether by manned airplanes’ or by 
unmanned bombers, such as the Air 
Force Matador and Snark and the 
Navy Regulus. It is one more step 
toward domination of the skies by air- 
craft guided missiles. 

If the last hope of bombers—low alti- 
tude bombing—is nearing the end, then 
supplementing them by long-range bal- 
listic missiles becomes ever more urgent. 

The Hawk is a light missile, weighing 
1280 pounds. It is transported, three on 
a trailer, with a simple and fast device 
for loading it on the launcher. It is 17. 
féet long and 14 inches in diameter. The 
Hawk and its ancillary equipment can be 
transported by airplane or helicopter.

The Nike Hercules is now being em- 
placed around New York, Washington, 
Philadelphia and Chicago. It will 
place the first generation Nike Ajax 


in the United States air defense system. | 


The Nike Hercules can be used either 
with an atomic warhead or with a con- 
ventional warhead. The explosion of a 
single atomic warhead can destroy whole 
formations of bombers. Against single 
planes its accuracy is great enough to 
insure a kill with conventional explosives. 
It is estimated that the Nike Hercules 
is about 15 times as effective as the 
Nike Ajax.

A NIKE AJAX was fired Monday 
against a World War II B-17 bomber 
traveling about 195 miles per hour at 
an altitude of 15,000 feet. Two rockets 
were fired. The first scored a direct 
hit and the B-17 fell in flames. 

Nike Ajax is perfectly effective against 
the bombers of today. Had not the far 
more advanced Nike Hercules, which will 
be effective against 1500 and 2000 miles- 
per-hour bombers of the future, been 
coming along, it would have been pos- 
sible to develop an atomic warhead for 
the Ajax. 


The Nike Ajax in production costs $20,- 
000 each, Since 10,000 have been made, 
more than $200,000,000 have been spent 
on the missile alone. The Nike Ajax 
emplacements around the country can 
be modified for installation of the Nike 
Hercules, The Nike Ajax missiles on 
hand are still of great value to the forces 
in the field and for protection of areas 
of secondary importance. They can be 
used: either in a mobile field unit or in 
fixed emplacements. 

A Talos missile, the subject of bitter 
controversy between the Army and the 
Air Force two years ago, was also dem- 
onstrated. It is a big thing, 20 feet long, 
30 inches in diameter and weighs 3000 
pounds. Its initial boost is given by a 
10-foot-long solid propellant rocket. When 
this burns out, a ram-jet engine takes 
over with 40,000 pounds of thrust.

One of the things that most 
people do not realize about our 
rive “‘ront memorial is that it is 
so set up that gifts may be re- 
ceived from any source, private or 
public. Also, an area within the 
memorial near the Old Cathedral 
has from the first been designated 
for preserving early examples of 
residential architecture.

It is not beyond the bounds of 
possibility, therefore, that individ- 
ual groups might present ex- 
amples of such early homes, in- 
teresting alike from the point of 
view of architecture and of his- 
torical association, to the Govern- 
ment. It then could bring into be- 
ing, a small enclave of houses 
giving some idea of the types of 
residential architecture that were 
developed in the St. Louis region 
in Very much the way the cele- 
brated Greenfield Village was 
gathered together at the Henry 
Ford Museum near Detroit. 

As a member of an advisory 
committee to the National Park 
Service on the restoration and 
rehabilitation of Independence 
Hall, I have had occasion to ap- 
pretiate the enormous aid of the 
fund of the National Federation 
of Women's Clubs. With the fi- 
nances supplied by this group a 
really distinguished restoration 
and refurnishing is now in prog- 
ress. 

The Missouri Federation of 
Women’s Clubs has in the past 
evidenced a real interest in the 
development of the memorial. 
There are other groups dedicated 
to culture and interested in the 
preservation of our past that 
could well be of enormous help in 
moving a few of the significant 
homes left to us into the memorial 
riverfront park where they could 
be maintained along with the 
gréat arch.

Grave Issue on Appeal 


Last week the United States Court 
left the critical Little Rock 
race hefore the United States Court of Ap- 
peals here in St. Louis. The Chief Judge 
of the latter, Archibald K. Gardner of South 
Dakota, has said he will name three judges 
to hear the case. He did not say when. 

As the Supreme Court noted, the time ele- 
ment is important. A decision ought to be 
reached before the school term begins in Lit- 
tle Rock. The Justices of the high court said 
they had “no doubt” that the appeals court 
would act in “ample time.” If that is to be 
so, the case will have to be advanced from the 
regular September term. 

The Court of Appeals faces an undeniably 
difficult decision. The choices before it may 
Cause repercussions far beyond Little Rock, 
involving as they do questions of justice, 
equal rights, law and order and the very in- 
tentions of American government.

One choice is to uphold the ruling of Dis- 
trict Judge Harry J. Lemley that opposition 
to integration had created intolerable condi- 
tions in Little Rock’s Central High School, 
and that for practical reasons a two-and-a- 
half-year delay was necessary. 

If the Lemley decision stands, seven Negro 
students will be barred from attending the 
school next fall, through no fault of their 
own, while the segregationists who opposed 
the law will have won a victory. A year’s 
struggle for integration under the protection 
of federal troops will have been lost. And 
the cause may be retarded in such areas as 
Virginia, where Arlington county across from 
the nation’s capital and three other commu- 
nities are under court orders to begin integra- 
tion this fall. 

If that is the decision, the appeals court 
will np doubt make it plain that Little Rock 
still must face its integration problem when 
the suspension period ends. For this court 
already has upheld the Little Rock school 
board’s integration plan, and also the federal 
injunction barring Gov. Orval Faubus from 
interfering with integration.

The alternative is to grant a stay of the 
Lemley ruling, or to reverse it altogether. In 
this case the consequences also will be seri- 
ous. Such a decision would put obstruction- 
ists on notice that they cannot defy the Con- 
stitution, and’ would, inform the wondering 
world that American courts mean business. 
But a court ruling alone cannot enforce the 
law or solve one question implicit in part of 
the Little Rock school board’s petition: 

The Federal Government, except for hav- 
ing placed troops around the school grounds, 
apparently is powerless to enforce compli- 
ance with this court’s order of integra- 
tion and suppress. the interference now 
being encountered. 

Federal officials have not applied penal 
sanctions to any of the persons who formed 
into groups near the school grounds, defied 
this court’s order, and interfered with the 
plan of integration therein specified. They 
have stepped aside and placed on the district 
the full respensibility of compliance. 

In short, school boards facing open defi- 
ance of integration must have help, and 
courts attempting to uphold the law must 
have help. Federal troops are not enough. 

The Justice Department, which did not 
even intercede in the present case, should 
be ready to back up the appeals court if the 
latter decides to continue integration... Presi- 
dent Eisenhower, who has never told the pub- 
lic that he believes in the rightness of the 
Supreme Court’s decision or in equal rights 
in education, can provide the leadership and 
moral suasion necessary to support the law. 

Only the President is elected to speak for 
the whole country. It is time for him to speak 
for integration. 


Early in July 

A lot of American history has been written 
in the first week in July. About the hot and 
humid week in Philadelphia in 1776 and the 
Declaration of Independence’ everybody 
knows. And everybody knows about the Bat- 
tle of Gettysburg, but somehow Gettysburg 
has never been fixed in July the way the red- 
readed Virginian’s dramatic state paper was. 

Yet blazing July it was when Lee ordered 
up Longstreet’s corps and advanced Hill to 
Seminary Ridge in the hope of smashing the 
federals on the northern soil of Pennsylvania. 
But the Confederate artillery was inferior 
and Southern co-ordination poor. When Pick- 
ett’s fresh soldiers fell in the fire thaf Pained 
down from Cemetery Ridge late on the third 
day, Appomattox Courthouse could be seen 
in the sky above the shell bursts. Meade did 
not follow through, but he had thrown. back 
Lee and, with the almost simultaneous sur- 
render at Vicksburg, forecast the war’s end. 

All that was just 95 years ago, and when 
autumn came the tall, tired President from 
the Sangamon went there to dedicate “this 
hallowed ground.”

A Harriman AND a Rockefeller 


Does anyone find it strange to find a Harri- 
man and a Rockefeller in the New York gu- 
bernatorial race? Nelson Rockefeller has en- 
tered the Republican primary against former 
national party chairman Leonard W. Hall, 
while Gov. Averell Harriman seeks re-election 
as a Democrat. 

We will not guess as to what New York's 
voters will do this year, but it is a safe guess 
that a political contest involving such names 
would never had occurred sixty years ago. 

Few of today’s voters, of course, will re- 
member what the names of Rockefeller and 
Harriman meant at the turn of the century. 
They stood for what Theodore Roosevelt 
hoped to knock down as “malefactors of great 
wealth.” John D. Rockefeller and E. H. Har- 
riman were among the last of the economic 
empire builders as well as the first of the 
holders of holding companies. 

The two men were similar in many ways— 
in financial acumen, apevyels aggressiveness 
and personalities with the warmth of adding 
machines. John D.’s Standard Oil monopoly 
ran roughly over its competitors with railroad 
rebates and price wars until it once controlled 
90 per cent of the nation’s refining capacity. 
E. H. started with the Illinois Central and 
bought into so many railroads that his outlets 
perched on Atlantic, Pacific and Gulf of Mex- 
ico. Their practices, and the results, led to 
the Sherman Anti-Trust Act. Yet they cre- 
ated industrial wealth for the nation and left 
economic monuments behind. 


Too Good to Pass Up 


Soviet foreign policy is like a roller coaster 
ride, and that is why the latest Khrushchev 
proposal must be approached with caution. 
This one looks most promising, but it cannot 
be forgotten that only a few weeks ago 
Khrushchev blew up the ambassadorial pre- 
liminaries to a summit conference, Having 
apparently abandoned that route to the sum- 
mit, does the Kremlin really want to proceed 
by another route, or is it resuming the propa- 
ganda game of diplomacy by open letter? 

Whatever the answer, Khrushchev’s propo- 
sal for a meeting of military experts to study 
ways of guarding against surprise attack is 
too attractive to pass up. Such a technical 
meeting would parallel exactly the scientists’ 
talks on nuclear testing now going on in 
Geneva—a type of pre-summit preparation 
which the West has long insisted on. The 
subject matter also has been a leading West- 
ern policy line ever since President Eisen- 
hower at the Geneva conference laid down 
“open skies” to guard against surprise attack 
as a major objective of big power negotiation. 

Thus Khrushchev’s suggéstion bears the 
earmarks of an important concession to the 
West, and will certainly be interpreted - as 
such by most nations standing on the side- 
lines. Unless he takes it back, the West has 
nothing to lose and perhaps something to 
gain by agreeing with alacrity to talks. 

The West could go farther, and we think 
it should. Instead of merely accepting Soviet 
concessions, the West could gain a propagan- 
da initiative if nothing else by offering some 
concession of its own, conditional, of course, 
upon a general summit agreement. 

For example, if technical talks are to be 
held concerning inspection of a nuclear test 
ban and measures of safeguarding against sur- 
prise attack, the same kind. of talks might 
usefully be proposed concerning the creation 
of a mid-European zone free of nuclear and 
perhaps even conventional weapons. 

The disarmed zone idea has been a favorite 
Soviet proposal just as “open skies” as been 
a favorite American one. It ought to be 
worth exploring from a technical standpoint. 
At the least, by expressing willingness to ex- 
plore it the West would go far to convince 
bystander nations that constructive conces- 
sions coh come from Washington when there 
is a chance for fruitful negotiation. 


Mr. Goldfine as Beau Geste 


During the time he has been in the spot- 
light and on the spot, Bernard Goldfine has 
been a man evidently determined to say the 
right thing. Mr. Goldfine has now said a felic- 
itous thing or two, however, so remarkably 
correct as to strain credulity. “I think very 
well of the committee,” he said as he poised 
for taking off on his return to Boston. “I’m 
looking forward to my return very much.” 

Now, it is not too much Strain on our imagi- 
nation to suppose that Mr. Goldfine thinks 
very well of the committee—we do so our- 
selves, by and large, but with certain reserva- 
tions; and we should think Mr. Goldfine’s res- 
ervations would be larger, weightier and 
more certain than our own. Even so, he 
might still think very well of the committee. 

But that Mr. Goldfine looks “forward to 
his return very much”—that is a correct 
statement of quite a different color. We have 
re-canvassed the gentleman’s picture of him- 
self as he has drawn it for the public gaze; 
a being so selfless and unworldly that giving 
gifts is to him as the breath of life, while the 
hope of reward is utterly foreign to his na- 
ture. Mindful of the seraphic quality of this 
self-portrait, we are nonetheless unable to 
persuade ourselves that Bernard Goldfine is 
going to be able to look forward to his return 
to Washington. Or anyhow, not very much. 


Senate Salvage Operation 


The attitude which caused the House—by 
the lopsided vote of 253 to 126—to reduce 
President Eisenhower’s foreign aid request by 
$872,000,000 is as disturbing as the cut itself. 
The two. most significant factors behind the 
rebuff were a developing feeling that foreign 
aid is not achieving its purpose, and a desire 
to tighten up the budget because of the 
nation’s economic slow-down. Both are false. 

Foreign aid, of course, was expected to cre- 
ate some good will. But it was not intended 
to turn other nations into virtual satellites, 
ready to fall into line with every American 
policy. Fundamentally, it was and is in- 
tended to help in reducing the poverty on 
which Communism fattens, and to strengthen 
mutual defense. That is as much to the ad- 
vantage of the United States as to any nation. 

Economic distress hardly will be eased by 
the reduction. On the contrary, it could help 
to export the American recession. It means 
that the nations affected will have less money 
to spend, and much of that would have been 
spent in the United States. 

Part of the cut may be restored by the Sen- 
ate. It is encouraging that Republicans like 
Senator Saltonstall, and Democrats like Sena- 
tor Humphrey and Senator Mansfield are 
ready to make a hard fight. Nothing will im- 
press the House more than a genuinely bi- 
partisan stand in the Senate. mx

rett Station Road, Kirkwood, has advised us

In seeking the reasons why the 
Russians have changed their course 
one theory must be dismissed out- 
right — the supposition that Mr. 
Khrushchev had it all planned from 
the start. Mr. Khrushchev’s earlier 
solicitous efforts at reconciliation 
with Belgrade, and the risk he then 
took of a complete disruption of the 
Communist empire, would have been 
totally senseless if he had intended 
finally to get back to the. point of 
departure. Indeed, there are signs 
that the decision to hang Mr. Nagy 
was neither unanimous nor taken 
well in advance. 


The trial of Mr. Nagy marks the 
victory in the Kremlin of the view 
that it does not pay to keep smiling 
at the West. For the last five years, 
in spite of waverings and hesitations, 
the Soviet Union has been run by 
flexible men, believing in the profit- 
ability of change. 


They set about reforming the 
Communist bloc in the hope of 
making it more efficient. This policy 


fitted into the broader plan of a 
possible bargain with the West. Such 
a bargain—involving a measure of 
disarmament and disengagement— 
would not only preserve peace. It 
would, so the argument ran, hasten 
the ultimate victory of Communism. 

The opponents of the new flexi- 
bility at first concentrated their 
attacks on the great risks of such a 


policy, and they raised their voices. 


at the time of the Hungarian insur- 
rection. In recent months, however, 
they rewrote their indictment, sub- 
stituting the reproach that the policy 
had brought no results. 

The American troops are still 
entrenched in Europe; the Rapacki 
plan has been.turned down; nuclear 
tests go on; nuclear rearmament of 
the West German army is a settled 
thing. Foreign Communist parties 
have made no spectacular headway. 
The West, it is argued, is as little 
attracted by the “European” face of 
Communism as it was by the Asiatic 
face that Stalin gave it. 

Yugoslavia has not rejoined the 
bloc and stands as a heretical pole 
of attraction on its frontiers; 
visionism,” though driven under- 
ground in most places, is far from 
dead: intellectual ferment persists. 


The balance-sheet is not as nega- 
tive for the Russians as the Stalinists 
would make out. But in Communist 
councils the diehards can rely on the 
powerful backing of Mao Tse-tung.

Mr. Khrushchev has managed to 
project himself before the Russian 
public as the author of popular 
reforms at home, which are a suc- 
cess, and not of the plan, which has 
failed, for a more flexible and vigor- 
ous structure for the Soviet bloc.

THE INADEQUATE TREAT- 
MENT of mental diseases in the 
United States is the subject of con- 
tinuing agitation by physicians, social 
workers, office holders and the press. 
One might conclude from these dis- 
cussions that facilities and personnel 
rather than an improvement in therapy 
were what was most needed to remedy 
the situation. Dr. Jacques M. May, the 


- author of “A Physician Looks at Psy- 


chiatry” takes a different view. Though 
he concurs in the belief that many 
more hospitals, physicians, nurses and 
attendants will be necessary for the 
proper treatment of the mentally sick, 
his main target is psychiatry itself 
which he regards as the “retarded 
child of medicine.” 


Dr. May bases his observations on 
personal experience. After being quali- 
fied as a physician and surgeon in his 
native France he practiced in south- 
eastern Asia and Africa before. taking 
up his residence in the United States. 
He had been living in New York two 
years when his wife gave birth to twin 
boys. From all indications they were 
normal children, but when, at the age 
of two they had not learned to speak, 
this fact and other signs made him 
realize that his sons were defective. 


He consulted a psychiatrist, and as 
a physician he assumed that the chil- 
dren would be submitted to an ex- 
haustive battery of tests in an attempt 
to locate the organic source of their 
affliction. To his surprise no tests were 
made, The psychiatrist and his assist- 
ants questioned him and his wife, ob- 
served separately the behavior of the 
children, and in the end told him in 
effect that the children were suffering 
from having been “unconsciously re- 
jected” by their parents. 

Dr. May was then advised that the 
indicated treatment would include 
psychoanalysis for his wife and him- 
self in addition to sessions with his 
children covering a period of several 
years. At the same time he was told 


Pilgrim to the Holy Land 


ONCE TO SINAI, by H. F. M. Prescott. 
(The Macmillan Co., 310 pas., $5.)

TRAVEL BOOKS are for arm- 
chair voyagers; for travelers who by 
land, sea and air make their own ex- 
plorations; for historical scholars who 
delight in reliving journeys into far- 
away times and places; for readers in- 
terested in religious history and tradi- 
tions. Still other travel books are for 
all those readers who find joy in vivid 
narrative and rich description of the 
out-of-the-way in human experience. 
“Once to Sinai,” by H. F. M. Prescott, 
is of the last class. 

Miss Prescott, the distinguished Eng- 
lish scholar-novelist, author of “The 
Man on a Donkey,” one of the truly fine 
historical novels of our time, and of 
other historical works, brings to the 
creation of this account of travel in the 
Middle East in 1483 forceful yet sensi- 
tive narrative and descriptive _ style, 
feeling for vivifying dramatic scene and 
action, and scholarly concern for his- 
torical truth which make her book de- 
lightfully interesting reading. 

In “Once to Sinai” the reader shares 
the adventures of the German Domini- 
can Friar Felix Fabri, of Ulm, on his 
long, roundabout journey from Jeru- 
salem by way of Mount Sinai back to his 
home convent on his second pilgrimage 
to the Holy Land. Friar Felix kept a 
diary on his travels; later he wrote an 
account of his pilgrimage in the vol- 
umes of his “Evagatorium.” On this 
‘travel narrative as well as on those of 
several other pilgrims to the Holy Land, 
Miss Prescott has based her book. 


FRIAR FELIX was an out-of-the- 
ordinary pilgrim. Though he was almost 
completely a man of his age in outlook 
and thought, he possessed an insatiable 
curiosity, a delight in each new experi- 
ence, an overpowering desire to know 
what was on the other side of every hill, 
a delightful humor, and _ simplicity

made in medical knowledge and tech- 


to saying that “there can be function 
without structure.” 


Dr. May, on the contrary, insists that 
what is called mental is just one of 
the many aspects of the “soma” or 
body and should be investigated as 
such. Moreover, to speak of psycho- 
logical disorders as if they had no 
connection with blood, tissue or 
nerves is to speak in metaphysical and 
not medical terms. 


DR. MAY ACKNOWLEDGES 
that psychoanalytical methods have a 
value in locating the causes of mental 
disorders but the basis of his thinking 
is that “there is no function without 
structure.” He contends therefore that 
in diagnosis of mental disorder a 
structural explanation should always 
be sought as a matter of course. The 
idea “that psychiatric research requires 
only a pen, a pad of paper and a couch,” 
he writes, “should be ridiculed to 
death.” 


Even when “psyche” and “soma” are 
generally regarded. as indivisible and 
interlocking the treatment of most of 
the mental cases that are now in or 
out of public institutions will require a 
public support such as few communi- 
ties in the United States are now pre- 
pared to give. It is his hope that “A 
Physician Looks at Psychiatry” will 
help in stirring up public concern in 
this group of affiliated and in general— 
neglected members of the community. 

Dr. May's book cannot be properly 
evaluated by a layman. This review 
merely undertakes to summarize what 
he says. 


Vivid Account of Travel 
in Middle Ages 


*‘ONCE TO SINAI’? is not, how- 
ever, just a book of travelers’ irrita- 
tions. It presents a richly informing ac- 
count of life in the Middle East and the 
Mediterranean lands in. those years 
when the Middle Ages were coming to 
an end and the Renaissance was bring- 
ing its awakening to Europe. 


Miss Prescott presents a usefully in- 
formative picture of what it meant to 
live in these times and places. Through- 
out the book, although the point of 
view is consistently that of Friar Felix 
and his companions, there is also a clear 
and skillfully handled extension of per- 
spective; the immediate details and 
events of the travelers’ experience are 
evident in the wider scheme of medie- 
val-Renaissance political, economic and 
religious forces, As readers we are 
there with the good friar. 


IT MAY SEEM obvious to point 
out that much that is told in this book 
seems to concern present-day affairs. 
The difficult relations of East and West, 
of Christian, Jew and Moslem, in 1483 
are very similar to those of 1958. Five 
centuries have not greatly changed men 
and their affairs. 

Though circumstances may differ in 
detail, we may share the feeling of Friar 
Felix when he cries, “ “Who, I ask you, 
would ever have dreamed that F.F.F. 
would be the friend of heathens, and 
hob-nob with renegades; that he would 
perforce flatter the Turk, trust and 
collaborate with Saracens, agree with 
Tartars, be civil to Arabs and Egyptians, 
show respect to Mahomet, and walk 
humbly with the barbarian?’” “Once 
to Sinai” offers, as Friar Felix might 
have said, God's plenty for all readers. 

Miss Prescott has skillfully trans- 
formed her ancient materials into a 
clear, modern English prose narrative. 
She has provided ample but unobtrusive 
documentation, a useful bibliography, 
and the necessary index. Her book is 
further provided with the maps and pic- 
tures with which all good publishers 
should endow good travel books.

Joy Outside the Sanctuary 


The Fantastic Story of American Revivalism 


THEY GATHERED AT THE 
RIVER, by Bernard A. 
Weisberger. (Little, Brown 
and Company, 354 pgs., 
$5.)

THE PROFESSIONAL 
evangelist, for all his pub- 
licity, prestige, and successes 
in saving sinners, has never 
been admitted to the main 
sanctuary of evangelical Prot- 
estantism. He has been 
praised for reaching the 
masses for whom the more 
stately services of organized 
religion have never had 
much appeal. He has been 
courted and supported by 
fundamentalist denomina- 
tions, yet always at a dis- 
tance; he preaches the same 
gospel but in his own taber- 
nacle. Liberal and modernist 
churches have had little 
truck with the sensational re- 
vivalist; they disapprove of 
both his message and his 
manner. This hostility is mu- 


tual. 
As a result of his ambigu- 
ous status, the successful 


evangelist has had to exploit 
his independence—he has 
made it big business, with big 
business methods. He has 
thoroughly enjoyed his role 
as the Lord's free lancer; for, 
owing no allegiance to ec- 
clesiastical overlords or 
church councils, he could 


take pot shots at “stuffy” 
churches and “hypocritical” 
church members, and Ameri- 
can audiences love nothing 
better. , 

The story of revivalism is 

fantastic, and Bernard Weis- 
berger has made the most of 
his “joyful” material—"A re- 
vival is a joyful thing.” He 
is a professional historian, 
now assistant professor of 
history at Wayne State Uni- 
versity, Detroit, and he adds 
57 pages of documentation at 
the end of his long narrative. 
It is a scholarly book, but 
gleefully written. 
THE REVIVAL move- 
ment began in the backwoods 
of Kentucky, where the buck- 
skin-clad pioneers came un- 
der the spell of the Spirit 
and the fear of hell, and 
went shouting and leaping 
and praising God. According 
to Weisberger, the first camp 
meeting was held in 1800 in 
Logan county, Ky., and the 
evangelist was the Rev. 
James McGready from Penn- 
sylvania, “a tall, angular 
Presbyterian preacher with 
keen black eyes and a bold 
and uncompromising 
ner.” 

The backwoods preachers, 
however, had forebears in re- 
vivalism. The Great Awaken- 
ing in New England was a 
tremendous revival of the 
1740s, and Weisberger calls 
it “a religious explosion.”

Jonathan Edwards sparked 
this movement. 

This author traces the 
story from its humble begin- 
nings in ecstasies and groan- 
ings, to Billy’ Sunday, con- 
verted major league baseball 
player, whose career as & 
popular evangelist reached a 
climax in New York in 1917, 
matching “the frenzy of the 
first weeks of American par- 
ticipation in the first World 
War.” (Sunday held a suc- 
cessful campaign in St. Louis, 
in the old Coliseum, in 1918.) 
CALVINIST Lyman 
Beecher is here “to harrow 
‘up the selfish hearts of sin- 
ners.” His son Henry Ward 
Beecher won even greater 
fame as a preacher, but his 
later years were darkened by 
scandal, Charles G. Finney 
is here; and “the warm- 
hearted shoe salesman from 
Chicago, Dwight L. Moody.” 


A reader of a history of 
American revivalism is aston- 
ished to find that the name 
of Evangelist Billy Graham is 
not mentioned. Yet his suc- 
cess, and the extent of his 
fame, his crowds and his col- 
lections, make all the others 
pikers, except possibly Billy 
Sunday. Weisberger seems 
to feel that the old historic 
revival moment went out 
with Billy Sunday, and that 
Billy Graham does not be- 
long to the company of the 
“joyful.” 


Why Lee Failed at Gettysburg

‘WHEN THE Atl- 
MIGHTY, in his wisdom, 
determined that the South 
must lose the war,” ex- 
plained a minister to his Vir- 
ginia congregation, “He had 
first to remove his servant, 
Stonewall Jackson.” Sup- 
ported with a mass of care- 
fully researched evidence 
the point of this story forms 
the theme of this new Civil 
War study by Clifford 
Dowdey. 


Mr. Dowdey discusses 
many factors which con- 
tributed to the failure of 
the Army of Northern Vir- 
ginia under Robert E. Lee 
to achieve victory at Gettys- 
burg. There was the military 
philosophy of Jefferson Da- 
vis which caused the limited 
strength of the Confederacy 
to be frittered away in de- 
fensive operations. There was 
the tragic failure of the

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cavalry under “Jeb” Stuart, 
seeking personal glory to 
keep Lee advised of the 
movements of the Union 
forces. 

There was the mental 
“blackout” of the good di- 
visional commander, “Dick” 
Ewell, when confronted with 
the heavier responsibilities of 
corps command, And there 
was the intransigeance of 
Lieut-General James Long- 
street when Lee rejected his 
advice to seek a defensive 


battle rather than attack the 


strong position of General 
Meade. 

But the fundamental cause 
of Lee’s repulse from Ceme- 
tery-Ridge the author finds 
in Lee’s own failure to ad- 
just to the new conditions 
which existed after Jackson’s 
death at Chancellorsville two 
months before. Not until the 
evening of the third day, 
when the broken remnants 
of Pickett’s division streamed 
back across the field 
having briefly penetrated the 
federal line, did Lee realize 
that he could no longer em- 
ploy the discretionary orders 
and the imaginative tactics 
which Jackson had so often 


after 


brilliantly executed. 
FROM THAT HOUR, Mr. 
Dowdey points out, Lee's 
tactics tended to become 
more orthodox and his 
orders more precise, as in 
the written orders issued to 
Longstreet that night for the 
withdrawal across the Po- 
tomac. 


This is essentially a book 
for personalities. Lee, Stu- 
art, Hill, Ewell, Longstreet, 
and dozens of their subordi- 
nates are placed under the 
author’s microscope. Their 
backgrounds are examined, 
their mental processes 
studied, and their capacities 
assessed. 


From this scrutiny of the 
chief actors there emerges a 
comprehensive picture, from 
the southern viewpoint, of 
the battle which more than 
any other settled the fate of 
the Confederacy. For when, 
at midnight on July 3, Lee 
said to General Imboden, 
“We must now return to 
Virginia,” he realized that 
never again would he be able 

.to muster sufficient strength 
to invade the Union. —

“Concord Court, an 11-lot

The firm has been using the 
Small development as a “test 
tube” to find out on the spot 
what home-seekers really want 
in their new homes and what 
items are merely “eyewash” to 
most people. 

Three builders have con- 
structed six homes in the 
court. Each house has a dif- 
ferent plan and contains some 
features not found in any of 
the others. Quality construc- 
tion has been emphasized in 
alt the houses and nothing is 


of “minimum acceptable” 
standard. 

Comments and reactions of 
persons viewing the homes 


were not much different in 
most cases from those in var- 
lous published surveys. Most 
in demand, according to inter- 
views, is a three-bedroom 
home with one and one-half or 
two baths, large kitchen, dining 
space and a basement. Gar- 
bage dispOsers are a must. 
Kitchen cabinets of wood seem 
to be preferred by a slight mar- 
gin Over steel. 

Ventilating fans received 
lukewarm support, with many 
people stating they intend to 
air-condition their homes 
eventually. Built-ins, which 
virtually every woman admires, 
do not rate very well as in- 
ducements to purchase, because 
most housewives already own 
separate items similar in func- 
tion to those built-in. As a re- 
sult, they believe that buying 
the built-ins is an extrava- 
gance. 

Basements are considered 
necessary and so are roof over- 
hangs. The main bathroom 
must be more than the stand- 
ard. minimum, incorporating 
cabinet lavatories or dressing 
tables, larger medicine cabi- 
nets and mirrors. 

Nearly everyone has a patio 
fn. mind, but a surprisingly 
large number prefer to build 
their own, apparently on the 
supposition that they can do 
it cheaper than a builder can. 

Most controversial room is a 
family room. Everybody—with 
or without children— wants 
one. Size, shape and ideas for 
finishing and decorating vary 
widely. Each homeseeker ap- 
parently has definite and per- 
sonal ideas on the subject. All 
agree that the family room 
should connect to the kitchen. 
Family rooms in the base- 
ment (or rathskellers) run a 
“pitiful second” to family 
reoms at first-floor level. 

Preference for carports is in- 
creasing, many persons favor 
it over a frame garage, simply 
because the carport requires 
lesa maintenance. Brick ga- 
rages still lead over both car- 
ports and frame garages by a 
wide margin.

Construction Contracts : 


Reached All-Time Top 
Of $3,402,575,000 


NEW YORK — Construction 
contracts in the United States 
in May totaled $3,402,575,000, 
the highest figure ever report- 
ed for any single month, ac- 
cording to F. W. Dodge Corp. 

The May total was only a 
small fraction of 1 per cent 
above the previous record set 
in May 1957, but it exceeded 
the third highest month (June 
1957) by 5 per cent. 

Commenting on these new 
figures, Thomas S. Holden, 
Dodge vice chairman, said it 
was now evident that “construc- 
tion is well past the bottom of 
the relatively mild recession it 
was experiencing in late 1957 
and early 1958.” 

According to Holden, “the 
effects of the recession on con- 
struction as a whole were at no 
point as severe as in other im- 
portant sectors of business ac- 
tivity, although it is true that 
some types of construction suf- 
fered more than others. As in 
the earlier postwar recessions, 
construction has remained rela- 
tively steady, and has helped 
to cushion the downward push 
on the economy. Now that con- 
struction is turning upward, 
other industries should also be 
stimulated.” 

The May construction con- 
tract total for non-residential 
building was reported §. by 
Dodge as $1,124,087,000, up a 
fraction of one per cent from 
May, 1957. Contracts for com- 
mercial buildings and factory 
buildings were down sharply, 
and educational buildings were 
off slightly, but other hon-resi- 


dential building types in- 
creased. 
Contracts for residential 


buildings in May totaled $1,- 
346,170,000, 
per cent over May, 1957. The 
number of dwelling units cov- 
ered by the May contracts was 
104,048, the highest monthly 
total in two years and 2 per 
cent above May 1957. The 
number of single family units 
was one per cent ahead of 
May, 1957, and the number of 
units in apartment buyildings 
was up 14 per cent.

Heavy engineering contracts 
in May were $932,318,000,

Cumulative eonstruction con- 
tract totals fer the first five 
months of 1958, with percent-

cent; heavy engineering, $3,- 
299,511,000, down 8 per cent; 
total construction, $12,983 ,524,- 
000, down 5 per cent. While 
these cumulative figures show 
the current year lagging be- 
hind 1957, the spread between 
the two years has narrowed 
considerably during the past

The average or typical new

NEXT TO TAKING all! the 
family to the supermarket (and 
any parent knows what THAT 
can be like) there are few 
things to compare to an eve- 
ning at a drive-in movie. 

I want to make it clear at 
the beginning that this is noth- 
ing against drive-in movies. It’s 
just something against my 
kids. You'd think they'd never 
been anywhere before. 

Well, as a matter of fact, 
they hadn’t been to a drive-in 
movie, and when I took them 
along, in the interest of re- 
search, it more or less went to 
their heads. They don’t get to 
do much research. 

They were thorough, though. 
They started researching the 
minute we drove through the 
gate. “What was that, daddy?” 
one of the little ones wanted 
to know. “A gate.” I replied 
with my usual patience. 

“Where are we going now?” 
another wanted to know. I 
wasn't too sure myself. so I 
explained we were just follow- 
ing the rest of the cars and 
where they went, we went. 
This drive-in, it developed, had 
four screens. A man research- 
ing drive-ins for the first time 
shouldn't overdo it. He should 
start with one screen and work 
up. 

The screens, for reasons I 
will explain later, are designat- 
ed by color: red, blue, green 
and yellow. I headed for the 
yellow because it looked like 
the easiest lot to get into. 

“T want green,” said one of 
the six immediately. “lL want 
blue,” said another. A third 
held out for red and then there 
was a sort of free-for-all. 
While I was turned around 
trying to land a couple of 
swings, I barely avoided knock- 
ing down a row of sound boxes, 
not to mention a little old lady 
hurrying back to her car with 
a load of popcorn and root 
beer. She was too quick for 
me, though.. Obviously a drive- 
in veteran. 

I found a vacant spot and 


pulled in. “Too much of an 
angle,” someone yelled. ‘Too 
far back,” said another. “We 


can’t see a thing back here,” 
said three or four at once. 
This time, with a couple of 
feints with the left and some 
fast swipes with the right, I 
managed to restore a state of 
togetherness. Then the kids 
scrambled out of the car and 
headed for ‘the refreshment 
stand and the playground, 
while I stood around and 
prayed for that evening sun 
to go down so they could start 
the movie. 


I didn’t get to see much of 
the first half of the movie be- 
cause we were all playing a 
sort of drive-in version of 
musical chairs. Those in the 
third seat of the station wagon 
decided they wanted to be in 
the middle seat. Someone in 
the front seat wanted to be in 
the third seat, and then those 
in the middle seat decided they 
wanted to be in the front seat, 
while someone in the back seat 
yelled to gét in the middle 
seat. In the meantime I got 
out a pencil and paper and 
started figuring. Eventually I 
reached a conclusion which 
should go down in mathe- 
matical history as Terry’s Law. 
Given six kids and a three- 
seated station wagon, there are 
14,387,692 possible seating 
combinations. If the movie 
lasts long enough. 

And I think it does, but I 
didn’t stick around to see. 
Sometime around 1 o'clock in 
the morning the younger ones 
were laid out like codfish on 
a slab and the older ones were 
too punchy to protest that they 
hadn’t seen all of the third 
movie when I started the motor 
and snailed my way through 
the dark and eerie lanes of 
black cars and out on the road 
to home, convinced that he 
travels fastest who travels 
alone when he sets out to do 
a story on drive-in theaters. 
The next time I went alone. 


KNOWN IN THE TRADE as 
“ozoners” (the ozgners call in- 
door theaters “hard tops’) the 
drive-in theater was once 
scorned by Hollywood and a 
lot of other people as.a park- 
ing lot facing a movie screen. 
Today, however, Hollywood 
looks upon the drivée-ins with 
awe and affection as a phe- 
nomenon of the motor age. 
This is due chiefly to the fact 
that today’s drive-ins, a far 
cry from the old timers, ac- 
count for more than a fourth 
of Hollywood's

Drive-In Movies Lure

This year marks the twenty- 
fifth anniversary of the drive- 
in theater, and while they got 
off to a kind of slow and 
awkward start, there is no 
doubt they have come a long 
way. Today there are some 
6000 of them in the United 
States and Canada, and in their 
way they have revolutionized 
movie* going for a large seg- 
ment of the population. 


For years they were strictly 
an American phenomenon. Now 
thev are spreading over the 
world. There are 40 in Aus- 
tralia, five in Puerto Rico and 
10 in Africa, There is one in 
Rome where patrons can have 
the sound track’ in Italian or 
English, with the push of a 
button. 

Our generation ate popcorn 
and candy bars at the movies. 
The drive-in generation eats 
popcorn, candy, hot dogs, ice 
cream, sundaes, pizza, French 
fries, and peanuts. A drive-in 
in Texas serves a dollar chick- 
en dinner for families who 
want to come early. People 
spend as much or more for 
food and drink as they do for 
admission. St. Ann’s Drive-in 
here in St. Louis county en- 
courages families to bring 
picnic suppers and eat them 
on the well-kept grass. A lot 
of families do. 


The drive-in was conceived 
by a New Jersey inventor nam- 
ed Richard Hollingshead. One 
day in 1932 he put a screen 
on his garage door, set his 16- 
mm projector in the driveway 
and then got in his car to see 
how it looked 


His first problem was to 
work out some way to see over 
the car in front. He devised 
the ramp system which lets the 
car sit at an upward angle, 
and when he opened his first 
drive-in, at Camden, N. J., in 
1933, he had the ramp. patent- 
ed. In 1934 he opened the sec- 
ond one in Los Angeles. 

The drive-in didn't exactly 
take the country by storm. 
But those which opened paid 
Hollingshead a royalty. Then 


A 


one day an operator, getting 
ready to open a drive-in, de- 
cided you couldn't patent a 
hump on the ground. After 
several years of court battles, 
which went all the way to the 
United States Supreme Court, 
it was decided the hump was, 
in effect, no more than a form 
of landscaping and as such 
not patentable. 


After a_ short 
growth, drive-ins languished 
during the war years, Then 
they started booming again, 
There were about 300 in 1946, 
about 1500 by 1949. But Holly- 
wood and the theater chains 
were still trying to freeze them 
out and they had trouble get- 
ting bookings. In 1950 two 
California drive-in corpora- 
tions filed anti-trust suits and 
won. But by then Hollywood 
was beginning to view the 
drive-ins with a new benevo- 
lence. 

Other difficulties had to be 
overcome. The early drive-in 
sound system consisted of an 
amplifier which boomed the 
dialogue ‘orth with enough 


spurt of 


decibels to be heard in the 
back rows. It could also be 
heard several blocks away. 


Neighbors protested, and when 
locations were sought for new 
theaters, neighbors circulated 
petitions against them. 


But the time came when they 
were Big Business and could 
arouse the interest of the Ra- 
dio Corp. of America. RCA’s 
first solution was speakers at- 
tached to posts between the 
cars. But the accumulated vol- 
ume was as bad as the ampli- 
fiers. Bhen they tried a speak- 
er on the front bumper. The 
sound came up through the 
hood, but it gave the dialogue 
a sepulchral tone. Then they 
came up with the speaker that 
hangs on the car window. RCA 
also came up with a way to 
keep projectors cool. The far- 
ther you throw a picture, the 
hotter the projector gets, and 
they were burning up the film. 
RCA has a_ package

everything, projector, screens, 
speakers and wiring. 

For a good many years the 
drive-in was a summer-time 
deal only. When the weather 
became too cold and the snow 
started flying, the drive-ins 
would shut down until spring. 
Now, however, many of them 


have small] electric heaters 
which hang on the window 
just as the sound box, and 


the theaters stay open the year 
around. Even those without 
heaters often stay open through 
November and even December, 
closing down as a rule only 
during January and February. 


THE FIRST DRIVE-IN to 
open in St. Louis was the Man- 
chester at Manchester and 
Ballas roads, in 1940. It was 
one of the first half dozen or 
so to open in the Middle West. 
It made headlines and a page 
of pictures in the Post-Dis- 
patch. It cost $75,000 to build. 
Today a new drive-in costs 
close to half a million. The 
Manchester accommodated 500 
cars, has grown to 900. 


In those days, according to 
manager Sidney Sayetta, the 
sound system was a concrete 
pillar with a sound box on it 
which provided sound for two 
cars. The second year, to pro- 
vide something for youngsters 
to do before the show, they 
put in a few swings. The re- 
freshment stand was just a 
little popcorn stand, but it 
didn’t take them long to learn. 
Now they serve all the usual 
things and pizza to boot. They 
have a merry-go-round, sliding 
boards and other playground 
equipment and from time to 
time they have things like 
miniature zoos and ponies to 
ride. 

Today there are eight drive- 
in theaters in the city and 
county. Old timers, brought up 
in the comparatively staid at- 
mosphere of the traditional 
theater, often have the feeling 
on their first visit to a drive- 
in, that they have entered a 

and strange world. 

As a matter ot fact, they

have, because the whole ap- 
proach is drastically altered. 
You feel this especially when 
you go to a drive-in like the 
St. Ann Four Screen Drive-in, 
said to be the only one in the 
country that has four screens 
on four sides, all showing the 
same movie at the same time. 

In the center is the hand- 
some, modernistic structure 
which houses the refreshment 
stands below and the projec- 
tion booth above. 

Around the building are 
well-kept lawns and a play- 
ground. Nearby is a gate where 
youngsters can ride the minia- 
ture train which earries 28 
youngsters on a_ six-minute 
trip; trip after trip after trip 
until the shows start. 

Manager Marvin Stiver pre- 
sides over the place more like 
a master-of-ceremonies than a 
theater manager, trying to 
keep an eye on everything at 
once. The screens were desig- 
nated by color, Stiver explain- 
ed, because they found that 
people, constantly going back 
and forth to the refreshment 
building, lost their bearings 
and forgot which screen their 
cars were facing. Neon lights 
below the screen give the color, 
and now the people can find 


their way back to the right 
screen. 
THE BIG APPEAL of the 


drive-in, Stiver thinks, is its 
informality, something which 
it has in abundance. You can 
wear just about anything. 
Looking around at the pro- 
cession constantly moving in 
and out of the refreshments 
booths, you find that the ac- 
cepted costume for girls is 
shorts, pedal pushers or slim 
jims, with flat heel shoes and 
shirts with the tails hanging 
out. Women wear sports clothes 
and even house dresses. Men 
wear slacks and cool sports 
shirts and young ‘boys wear 
tight jeans, loud sports shirts 
and plaid caps. They stand 
arourid in groups watching the 
Riis ‘in ne short shorts.

find it more comfortable to sit 


in their cars and watch a 
movie. Then, perhaps the 
greatest appeal of. all, it’s a 
dandy arrangement for the 


families with a raft of kids. 

You don’t have to pay a 
baby-sitter, you don't have to 
pay a parking lot, and as many 
kids as you can get into a car 
or station wagon can go ff for 
$1 at most drive-ins. “Stand 
around a place like thes#our- 
Screen before the show and 
you'll see plenty of tots ar- 
riving in pajamas and slippers. 
They'll be asleep by the time 
the cartoons are over. Stand 
at the gate as they go out and 
yot'll see kids asleep in the 
back seats of about nine out of 
every 10 cars. 

During the shows and-et in- 
termission there is a célistant 
procession, from all diréétions, 
in and out of the refreshment 
stand. This, naturally, @feates 
quite a little problem. At the 
Four-Sereen a crew of men 
with a jeep and a trailer goes 
to work every morning, ¢lean- 
ing up and carting out three 
to four trailer loads of soda 
and coffee cups, popcorn boxes, 
candy wrappers, half-eaten ice 
cream cones and other trash. 

The drive-ins like people and 
there’s hardly anythi , they 
won't do for them. If y 
a flat tire, they will help you 
change it. If your cargtalis, 
the jeep will come around: and 
give you a push. They have 
bottle warmers for the baby's 
bottle, and some of them, like 


Ronnie's Drive-in and. the 
Manchester, have a ‘@laper 
room, the name of which is 


self-explanatory. 

The atmosphere around to- 
day's drive-in theater~is a 
wholesome, family atmosphere. 
It’s true they were once called 
‘passion pits” and I don’t have 
to tell you why. But today the 
mainstay of the drive-in is the 
couple with children, and the 
rowdies, who just don't ap- 
prove of such company, have 
gone elsewhere. 


Not only that, says Roy 
Yates, manager of Ronnie's 
Drive-in, the theaters are bet- 


ter lighted than they used to 
be and better patrolled. Ushers 
with flashlights tap offenders 
on the shoulder and ask. them 
to refrain from excessive 
demonstrations of affection. 

At Ronnie's, in facty they 
are very proud that ehurch 
services are now being held 
there every Sunday. .While 
their new church is being built, 
the Concord Methodist Church 
holds regular services there, 
Members of the congregation 
sit in their cars and listen to 
the sermon through the win- 
dow speakers and find it highly 
satisfactory. 

Each year the functions and 
services of the drive-in become 
more diverse. Even now a 
drive-in in Texas takes. the

Ownership of the section is divided up among indi- 
vidual Indians, but the tribe can strike a better bargain 
if members stick together and lease through an integrated 
plan. This Mrs. Olinger has persuaded them to do. In 
addition, the Bureau of Indian Affairs has gone on record 
against separate deals until section-wide development is 
théroughly explored. 

The project received a tremendots boost when Chi- 
cago developer Samuel Banowit leased eight acres to 
build a $200,000 spa and $1,500,000 hotel at the mineral 
springs that gave the tribe its name, Aqua Caliente means 
“hot water,” which is what most of the tribe have been 
in‘financially up until now, 

‘The bureau reports that most live on an income of 
less than $1000 a year and some have no income at all. 
The highest has an income of $11,000 a year. 

But at last, things are looking up. A 1956 appraisal 
of their property fixed their average per capita assets 
at $339,577, or $764,048 per family.

opinion is, not necessarily the 
right one. 

“The Press-Record always 
expresses its opinion, and then, 
we try to work out a solution 
to whatever problem we are 
facing with all the people of 
the community.” 

The Illinois Press Associa 
tion made this summation of 
Townsend's accomplishments: 

“The newspaper's outstand- 
ing community service over a 
long period of years stands as 

to his belief that 
a hewspaper does not have to 
be neutral to be fair, and that 
it can take sides editorially 
when a public issue is at stake.” 

Individual accomplishments 
listed in the Townsend citation 
included: 


Successful promotion of a 
$2,200,000 school building 
bond issue. 

Vigofous editorial and per- 
sonal support of a $650,000 
community hospital fund rais- 
ing drive that went over the 
top by 25 per cent. 

Successful organization of 
a United Fund to replace 


new pest. office building 
which should be under con- . 
struction this year. 

‘Work on behalf of a city 
zoning plan which was put 
into effect. 


Many of Townsénd’s editor- 
fal campaigns have been con- 
cerned with improvements in 
Tri-Cities schools. One of his 
foremost goals is a proposal to 
operate Granite City schools 
12 months a year. This would 
utilize buildings now idle 25 
per cent of the time and also 
relieve the teacher shortage. 

The Press-Record backed a 
program which led to consol- 
idation of seven school dis- 
tricts into one, with a resulit- 
ing improvement in teaching 
personnel and elimination of 
two one-room schools heated 
by pot-bellied stoves. 

A partial victory was won 
by .Townsend in the field of 
fluoridation. Unable to put 
over fluoridation of the water 
supply, the Press-Record con- 
solidated public opinion behind 
a drive by school boards and 


dentists to establish a sodium 
flaoride program in Tri-Cities 
schools eight years ago. Clinics 
still operate at Madison and 
Venice, but Granite City drop- 
ped out of the program two 
years ago because of a short- 
age of funds, 


Townsend was one of the 
first to jump on the bandwagon 
for the Bi-State Development 
Agency because it offered an 
opportuntty"to develop an im- 
portant riverfront for Granite 
City. Failure of the Missotiri 
Legislature to complement the 
Illinois enabling act has led 
him. to beat the drums for a 
port authority to be set up 
by the State of Illinois. 


The port authority is still 
in the planning stage, but the 
state administration has ex- 
pressed considerable interest. 
And Townsend has a habit of 
finishing what he starts. 


Granite City has no booster 
more enthusiastic than Towns- 
end, who won the city’s award 
as “Man of the Year” in 1954. 
He gave a large amount of 
newspaper space several years 
ago for advertisements, news 
stories and editorials that 
helped put over Granite wis, 
annexation of Nameoki e 


. proudly points out that the 


people of Nameoki now have 
sewers and other city services 
while Granite City has become 
a thriving community of 37,- 
000 persons — largest city in 
Madison county. 

Townsend would like to con- 
vince the people of Madison 
and Venice that their best in- 
terests lie in joining with 
Granite City to build the Madi- 
son county lowlands into one 
big community. Surprisingly, 
some office holders in the 
smaller cities have expressed 
interest in the plan. 


The Granite City publisher, 
who long ago dropped his fancy 
first name in favor of “Corky,” 
doesn’t look like a dynamic go- 
getter. He has the unobtrusive 
manner of a man who listens a 
lot and spends hours at the 
typewriter. His is a strong pér- 
sonality that does not come 
through at first meeting. 

He is a quiet man, so quiet 
that his former boss, E. 
Campbell, almost fired him for

being an absentee payroller 
back in the late 1920s. 

“IT am paying this boy Town- 
send $15 a week and I never 
see him around here,” Camp- 
bell complained one day to his 
editor, Jack Scott. 

Scott defended the cub re- 
porter, who had started with 
the Press-Record as a part- 


time employe in 1926 while at- 


tending Granite City Commu- 
nity High School. 

“Oh, he’s around all right,” 
“You just hap- 
pen to leave the office every 
day before he gets here.” 

Scott showed Publisher Camp- 
bell the amount of copy Town- 
send was-turning out as a leg- 
man-reporter on the Venice- 
Madison beat. It was readahle, 
accurate news and comprised a 
substantial part of the news- 
paper’s content. Campbell, im- 
pressed, ordered a $3-a-week 
raise for the man he had con- 
sidered firing. 

Townsend put in long hours 
gathering news by going to the 
source and getting it first-hand. 
He would not return to the of- 
fice until after 9 or 10 o’clock 
at night. Some of his working 
days ended after 1 a.m. 

The legs which supported 
his 5-foot, 5-inch, 105-pound 
frame in the old days, carried 
him many routine miles in the 
°30s and ’40s. His work was un- 
spectacular but he kept the 
readers of his paper well in- 
formed on what was going on 
in the Tri-Cities. He was also 
a part-time correspondent for 
the Post-Dispatch. 

Townsend's income grew in 
modest proportions as the years 
passed. By Juné, 1944, he had 
devoted a good part of his life 
to the Press-Record. But the 
sweat and tears of a lifetime 
usually are not enough to win 
the bonanza that came to Town.- 
send that month. 

“It still seems like a pleasant 
dream,” Townsend says. “Mr, 
Campbell wanted to retire and 
there was nobody in his family 
coming along in his footsteps. 
He offered me a 33-month lease 
with an option to buy the pa- 
per.” 

Today Townsend, the pub- 
lisher, has built the Press- 
Record into a thriving news- 
paper that is one of the East

Side’s most influential publi- 
cations. His press turns out 
36. to 40 pages each Monday 
and Thursday. Paid circulation 
has increased from 9000 in 
1944 to 15,800. The pages are 
full of local news; he uses no 
wire news or canned features. 

The plant occupies a modern 
two-story brick building at 1817 
Delmar avenue. Townsend has 
wisely put profits back into 
the operation. He has a staff 
of four reporters, 11 part-time 
correspondents, and seven other 
full-time workers. 

Almost completed is a $200.,- 
000 addition housing a 32-page 
fast-speed Goss press, using 
three colors, and automatic 
stereotyping equipment. 

Townsend was proudly dis- 
playing the new press the 
other day when he spoke of his 
gift from Campbell. 


“When I leased the paper,” 
he said, “Mr. Campbell left 
enough money in the bank to 
meet expenses for a month. I 
paid for the Press-Record out 
of profits. It was an unusual 
thing for him to do, something 
for which I am very grate- 
ful.” 

Townsend limits his leg 
work now to the coverage of 
boards and ‘committees on 
which he serves.

“] participate in many 
municipal affairs and have 
served on state commissions 
or committees under the last 
three governors,” he says.’ 
“But I will accept no ap- 
pointments that might con- 
flict with my fair presen- 
tation of the news, nor will 
I accept any appointment 
that carries an emolument 
of any kind.” 


His policy of stating his pos- 
ition and then letting every 
body speak his piece has kept- 
Townsend's lines of communi- 
cations open to all segments 
of Tri-Cities, with the possible 
exception of the underworld. 


“Corky” has been at logger- 
heads on a number of occa- 
sions with Mayor Leonard. 
Davis of Granite City. But the 
two men, who were officers of 
the same graduating class at 
Granite City High School, re- 
main good friends. 


Townsend said he thought a 
somewhat impartial editorial 
attitude was especially neées- 
sary in a one-newspaper town 
such as Granite City, Other- 
wise the opinions of opposition 
groups might never be proper- 
ly expressed, he said. 

“We rarely indorse candi- 
dates for public office,” he 
continued. “If there is an issue © 
we present it and do not con- 
centrate on the individuals 
running in the election.” 

Townsend broke his general 
rule against indorsements twice 
in the last two years in Granite 
City School Board elections. 
He felt the board was failing to 
perform its duties properly. He 
accused members editorially of 
causing a breakdown in admin- 
istrative morale and wasting 
tax money. Four incumbents he 
opposed were defeated in two 
successive elections.

The engineer is Emil Martinson. He is 68. He looks 
like ‘a well-cooked turkey with glasses on. His legs are 
long and skinny and he keeps one foot pressed on a 


pedal, This is the Dead Man Brake. If he takes his foot 
off, or relaxes pressure, the brakes will go on and the 
train will stop. He has been on the Sante Fe 44 years. He is 
married, lives in Raton, N. M., and has no children. Mr. 
Martinson is as quiet as a burglar. 


The cab begins te rock. The Super-Chief 
moves at 40, racing away from the morning sun. 
On the other side of the cab, ‘Charles Smedley 
sits, He is the fireman, He too wears denim, a 
puffed striped hat and gold-rimmed glasses. He 
is one of eight firemen who take the train 2224 
miles from Chicago to Los Angeles, just as Martin- 
son is one of eight engineers, 


) THEIR DIVISION is the most difficult, It lies be- 
tweet La Junta and Raton. The distance is only 104 miles, 
but, in that run, the train will climb from an altitude of 
4045‘ feet to the highest point on the Santa Fe—7622 feet. 

The Super-Chief hits a straightaway and and ‘the big 
speedometer shows 70, It inches upward. The cab rocks. 
Inside the speedometer is a tape that records the speed. 
Along the ‘track are signs with figures, One says: “70-55.” 
It. means that passenger trains can do 70 here, freights 55. 

Smedley points to the right of the track. A hundred 
miles to the north, Pike’s Peak sits snowy in the sun. 
Nearby, an antelope watches the silver monster. Behind 
him Stands his mate, ears twitching. Mr. Martinson raises 
his left hand. So does Mr. Smedley. Together, they yell 
“Block .clear!” Far ahead, a green light shows. The 
engineer pulls his big watch from the old denim. He 
studies it, The Super-Chief is on time. 

The Super-Chief is given two hours and 18 minutes 
to negotiate the toughest, most heart-breaking miles in 
America. West of Tyrone, the Rocky Mountains loom high 
and dusty blue. “On”~90,” the firéfian yells, and the 
engineer looks and nods. The Super-Chief is doing 90» 
Martinson eases off his throttle. — 


Behind him, a hundred Pullman passengers 
prepare for lunch, or sit at the Turquoise Bar, or 
study the mountains from the Vista Dome car.

REAL PRICES: One well-known make 10.1 cu. ft. re- 
Stdeestor carries a suggested $349 list price but a 10-city 
eheck shows $227 as actual selling price. For a $299 list 
gas oven, the buy price is $159. One whopper: a nation- 
ally known refrigerator “listed” at $409 but selling for 
$166. Not always are differences this huge but dual pric- 
ing practices that make list prices meaningless, Warns a 
national magazine, are common and good reason for careful 
shopping. Generally, you find actual selling prices fairly 
uniform in stores in an area. But check other factors 
that may vary between stores—such as extra delivery 
charges, installation costs, guarantees—and how much of a 
service organization there is to back up the guarantee. 

NO-COST CRABGRASS CONTROL: Now a two-year 

university study shows that crabgrass may be easier to 
halt than you’ve supposed, that mowing at 2-inch’ height 
ean eliminate almost all of the pest. If you insist on one- 
half to one inch height, “dry” watering—only. when grass 
first begins to wilt—is preferable to “wet,” several-times- 
a-week hosing, will kill off about half the crabgrass.

WHEN PEOPLE started see-' 


ing flying saucers—or uniden- 
tified flying objects—it prob- 
ably was inevitable that sooner 
or later they would start band- 
ing together, not only to share 
a common experience but also 
to form a protective bond 
against a skeptical . world. 


Just how many flying saucer 
believers there are is a matter 
of conjecture. If you talk to 
a dyed-in-the-wool believer, he 
will tell you they now number 
in the millions and tens of 
thousands belong to the many 
space clubs scattered over the 
country. 

They will also tell you that 
communication between this 
earth and other planets has 
progressed much further than 
you think. 


For instance, they insist, 
there are thousands of beings 
from other planets living right 
among us today, passing them- 
selves off as earthlings. You 
needn't fear them, They mean 
only good for us. ~ You ¢an tell 
one, however, when you shake 
hands with him. Due to the 
difference in bone structure, 
his hand probably will feel like 
an inflated rubber glove. He 
may vanish, too, right in front 
of your eyes. 

It was inevitable thet sooner 
or later there would grow up 
within the main body of saucer 
fans a sort of elite group who 
have not only seen flying 
saucers but who have taken 
rides in them and visited other 
planets. The elite group is 
growing every day. 

One of the most famous 
(within space circles) is Buck 
Nelson, a short, skinny mid- 
die-aged farmer “who lives 
alone in a. three-room shack 
in a remote, wooded-section of 
Howell county, near Mountain 
View, in the southern Missouri 
Ozarks. 


It was just four years ago 
this month that a space ship 
landed near Buck’s cabin and, 
after a couple of visits, took 
Buck to Mars, Venus and the 
Moon, he said. Since then Buck 
has become a celebrity among 
Space fans and has made talks 
in many parts of the country. 
He has been an honored guest 
at many space conventions, 


Buck’s short career was 
crowned when he held a space 
convention last weekend at his 
own ranch. It didn’t quite come 
up to expectations. Buck had 
expected several thousand peo- 
ple but there were only about 
300. In all other respects, how- 
ever, it was a highly success- 
ful convention which measured 
up to most of them in.that 
there were several persons 
present besides Buck who had 
made trips to other planets, 
they said. One group claimed 
to have seen a flying saucer 
Saturday night, the first night 
of the two-day meeting. 

This wasn’t surprising to any- 
one because the delegates made 
it clear that they fully expect- 
ed a “sighting” before the 
meeting was over. The space 
people know when a sympa- 
thetic group has gathered and 
put in an appearance just about 
every time. 


Space conventions differ 
from most other conventions 
in that there is nothing offi- 
cial about them and anyone 
who wants to can hold one. 
There are, we were told, six 
to eight conventions every year. 
The largest is held annually 
at Giant Rock, Calif: This year 
there were 7000 persons pres- 
ent. The rest range in size 
down to conventions the size of 
Buck's. 

Buck’s place is reached by a 
dirt road which winds about 
six milés through the woods 
after you leave Highway 60 
near Mountain View..When we 
arrived at the scene we found 
the road on both sides lined 
with automobiles and many 
more inside the barbed wire 
around Buck’s house. There 
were nearly 100 automobiles. 
We found cars from Oregon, 
North Dakota, Michigan, Flor- 
ida, California, Utah, Kentucky, 
Kansas, Arkansas, Illinois and 
Iowa, not to mention a number 
from Missouri. 

Back of Buck's house, and on 
beyond it under the trees on a 
hillside which sloped down to 
a clearing, where Buck's space 
‘friends had landed in their fly- 
ing saucer, delegates were busy 
putting up tents and cots. 

In front of the house, in a 
fenced-in area; were the speak- 
er’s rostrum, which Buck had

built out of saplings and scrap 
lumber, and four booths. 

One booth was for space lit- 
‘erature, A whole school of 
writing has sprung up about 
space and space travel, and on 
display were no less than 114 
different books on the subject. 
This, it was pointed out, does 
not include science fiction. 
They are the works of people 


“who are fighting the battle of 


the saucers, or first-person ac- 
counts by people who claim to 
have been in them and traveled 
to other planets. Typical titles: 
“Men Among the Stars,” “‘Ven- 


us Speaks,” “Dwellers on Two 
Planets,” “Is Another World 
Watching?” 


Next to the book stalls was 
a table some 10 feet long on 
which were displayed dozens of 
paper bound books, mimeo- 
graphed pamphlets and other 
material on the subject, 


Next to the speaker's stand 
was Buck's own concession 
where one could buy small 
toys, postcards, ball-point pens, 
pennants, religious pictures, 
horns, balloons, pocket combs, 
small bottles of vanilla and 
larger bottles of liniment for 
sore and aching backs. 


Next to Buck’s stand was a 
refreshment stand where ham- 
burgers, soda and coffee were 
available. Beyond that was a 
souvenir stand selling souve- 
nirs made in the Ozarks, such 
as potholders, bunches‘ of sas- 
safras root and flying saucers 
made of paper plates. 


By the end of the day the 
concessionaires were slightly 
embittered. Space fans, they 
discovered, are not exactly free 
spenders. Furthermore, they 
are opposed to drinking and 
smoking because they have 
been told by people from other 
planets that such things are 
bad, and anyone who drinks 
or smokes needn’t hope for a 
ride in a space ship. Conse- 
quently a space convention has 
about it more the air of a camp 
meeting than a convention. 


Buck Nelson himself, ‘wear- 
ing a pair of overalls and a 
bright red and white shirt, 
was milling around the crowd 
when we arrived, shaking 
hands with delegates and show- 
ing them where to pitch their 
tents. Buck never wears any- 
thing but overalls any more, 
even when he goes to distant 
cities to make talks, because, 
he vows, that’s what the people 
on Mars and Vents wear. 

“When I was at the Califor- 
nia convention,” Buck explains, 
“a good many of the brothers 
said I ought to have a con-

me with the expenses. I spent 
$60 getting this place, graded, 
not to mention the adver- 
tising.” 

Buck said he hadn’t had a 
visit from outer space since 
a year ago Christmas. “They” 
came down and spent Christ- 
mas with him, he said. 


The convention had no pro- 
gram, he explained. The chair- 
man just calls on people to tell 
their experiences. He pulled 
a big silver watch out of the 
bib of his overalls, ‘About 
time to start now,” he said. 
“One of the people you'll get 
to hear today is Lee Childers. 
He’s been up more than 10 
times.” 


As is turned out, Childers, 
by his own account, has made 
no less than 21 trips in flying 
saucers, and one of them was 
made in a space ship 2000 
miles in diameter which trav- 
eled at a speed of 500,000 
miles an hour. 


Childers, a short, thin man 
in his middle thirties, was 
dressed in a royal blue shirt 
with some mystic symbols on 
it, and black cotton trousers. 
Like all other delegates, he had 
a dedicated air about him and 
a rather trusting eagerness to 
tell his story to anyone who 
would listen. He didn’t *eem 
to care whether the story would 
be believed or scoffed at. 


He is a baker in Detroit. Be- 
fore Aug. 14, 1954, he thought 
people who talked about going 
up in flying saucers were “nut- 
ty as a fruit cake.” That was 
before it began to happen to 
him. 


Childers, like all who have 
been up, was first “contacted.” 
One learns, in talking to space 
fans, that there are two com- 
mon methods of contact. One 
is the appearance and reap- 
pearance, over a period of sev- 
eral days, of a mysterious 
stranger who finally strikes up 
a conversation, and then may 
reveal he is from another 
planet. 

The second is the dead-car 
type of contact. A person may 
be driving along in his auto- 
pene and suddenly it “goes

it easy in the shade during a 


dead.” The engine stops, the 
radio stops and the battery 
goes dead. If this happens 


you can be pretty sure there 
are space people about and 
they are trying to make con- 
tact. 

A favorite story among the 
delegates concerns the man 
who was flying his private 
plane, and all of a sudden it 
“went dead.” But he didn't 
fall. He was suspended, with 
motor stalled, high and motion- 
less above the ground. He 
looked around and sure enough, 
right above him was a saucer. 
He had the feeling that an un- 
seen intelligence was inspect- 
ing his plane. After a time 
the engine started and he went 
on his way. 

Childers had both types of 
experiences, he related, There 
was the mysterious stranger 
who struck up a conversation, 
and then revealed he was from 
Venus. A few weeks later, at 
5 o’tlock in the morning, his 
automobile stopped dead. 

And there beside the road 
was the mysterious stranger. 

At this point in these narra- 
tives, an interviewer always 
wants to know, “Why did they 
select you, and why did they 
tell you these things?” And 
an interviewer always gets the 
same answer, “I can’t reveal 
that.” 

Buck Nelson's trip in a little 
old flying saucer. was nothing 
compared to the trips Childers 
had. 

“They” took Childers ‘on a 
little trip to “Wolf Star 359 
in the Titanian system.” He 
went with a Commander Mar- 
coson who is 4 feet tall and 
a Sergeant Emu who is 8 feet, 
3 inches tall. Capt. Brodashan 
was the pilot. He was just 
average size. In the Titanian 
system, they explained, they 
have 22 planets rotating around 
their sun. They took off at a 
speed of 250,000 miles. an hour 
which, Childers allowed, “was 
faster than I ever traveled in 
my life, believe me.” 

The high spot of Childers’s 
career came when he was tak- 
en in an ordinary space ship 
te the Trijanon, a mother ship 


lull in the proceedings. 


which hovers out in space and 
which is 2000 miles in diam- 
eter. It took the combined 
best brains of space men from 
22 different planets 85 years 
to build. It’s round in shape 
and can be navigated. Small- 
er ships land on it by means 
of a series of air locks. 

I tell Childers’s story not be- 
cause it’s exceptional but be- 
cause, at a convention like 
this, it is so unexceptional. It 
could almost be called typical 
of what's happening to a lot 
of people nowadays. They will 
tell you. 


Mrs. Fanny Lowery, of 
Clarkston> Mich., a middle- 
aged woman with a pleasant 
and housewifely air, apolo- 
gized to me because she had 
no claim to fame other than 
being the first and perhaps 
the only earthling to send a 
piece of mail to another planet. 


Another woman, Miss Carol 
Myers of Giant Rock, Calif., 
related she was making a mo- 
tor trip across the country and 
ran into difficulties in Salt 
Lake City. A man from Venus 
helped her out of her diffi- 
culties. She was very grateful 
but she was a little confused 
by the way he kept disappear- 
ing. .and reappearing again. 

These accounts were listened 
to with avidity by the people 
at the convention and obvious- 
ly accepted at face value. 


Late in the afternoon of the 
convention, when things were 
beginning to sag a little, a new 
stir of excitement went through 
the assemblage. Word went 
around that Major Aho had 
arrived. 

Major Aho, one soon learned, 
is about the nearest thing the 
space fans around the country 
have to a leader. He is their 
champion and standard bearer, 
a man who has dedicated him- 
self to proving to the world 
that flying saucers do exist 
and that contact is being made 
with other planets. 

Major Wayne Aho is a tall, 
43-year-old man with the calm 
and somewhat martyred man- 
nersof a De Gaulle. He is ob- 
viously accustomed to Be 


age he receives from the faith- 
ful. He is a college graduate. 
and was a major in Army Com- 
bat Intelligence in World War 
II, serving with the First Army 
al] through Europe, including 
the Battle of the Bulge, he 
related. 

Like a lot of other people, 
Aho was more or less drawn 
into the thing out of curiosity, 
“I got interested back in 1947; 
he said, ‘“‘when I started rea 
ing so many reports of flying. 
objects. I read all the report®: 
very carefully and I became 
convinced that a lot of those 
people especially Army and 
commercial pilots, were not just 
having hallucinations. I Cone 
cluded that the things they 
were seeing were not of earths 
ly origin. . 

Until 1957, Aho’s interest 
was academic. Then, whilé 
attending a space convention, 
in California, it ha ned ta: 
him “I saw ace 
first looked like a star. RB 
came closer and I could see 
it was egg-shaped. It flashed 
an orange light. It glided 
down and hovered about ‘a 
quarter of a mile away for five 
minutes. The orange light 
turned into a brilliant orange- 
red light. There were others 
with me watching it. 

“After about five minutes it 
glided down onto the desert 
and landed. I went out to it, 
and as a matter of fact I spent 
the whole night there.” ; 


Just what happened and 
what he saw, Major Aho won't 
tell. 


“People are not ready to ac- 
cept it yet,” he said. “But I 
did learn that they are just 
as real as we are. The ex- 
perience was of such note that 
1 felt compelled to go to Wash- 
ington and work toward an ed- 
ucational and ‘scientific pro- 
gram and to try to encourage 
Congress to create some kind 
of body to gather and really 
study all the available ma- 
terial.” 

Aho said he has visited every 
Representative and Senator. 
Aho now devotes himself full 
time to the cause of proving 
not only the existence of fly- . 
ing saucers but the existence 
today of inter-planetary rela- 
tions and communications. 


He believes that saucer fans 
now number in the millions 
and that there are today thou- 
sands of people from other 
planets living among us. 


Well, one wants to know, 
does he believe that Buck Nel- 
son went to Mars and Venus 
and that Lee Childers made 
21 trips into outer space? 


“IT won't comment on indie” 
vidual cases,” he said, “but I 
believe many people are giving 
authentic accounts of their ex- 
periences. And I believe there 
are thousands of others who 
have had experiences they don’t 
dare tell for fear of ridicule.” 


The night brought quiet ta 
the convention. The several 
hundred curious who had 
swelled the crowd went home. 
The space fans cooked and ate 
in front of their tents, or went 
into nearby towns. After din- 
ner the area was lighted by 
a few bare bulbs and some 
auto lights. People sat around 
their tents or in little groups 
in the convention area, talking 
quietly, and every now and 
then scanning the sky for a 
sign. 

Sunday, the second day of 
the convention, they were up 
and about early. The second 
day was very much like the 
first.

The dialogue has been written 
by Mr. Chayefsky with great fidelity to ordinary faturalistic 
speech, and the scenes have been photographed with striking 
realism by director John Cromwell,. Betty Lou Holland as the 
mother, Lloyd Bridges as the ex-pug, and Steve Hill as the first 
hiisband, are all good, 

But ‘with all this, “The Goddess” is mot satisfactory as 
drama or entertainment. No sympathy or evermliking is ever 
“built up for the girl. She is an unpleasant, shrill creature to 
start with, and grows into an obnoxious hellion.. There is no 
heroic effort on her part to redeem herself. Her case merely 
grows from bad to worse, There is no dramatic conflict set 
up with these moody characters; There they are, says the 
author, frustrated and unhappy as‘hell.

Kirk Douglas, during 
an°otgy where the Vikings pour great gobs of home-brew from 
horns all over their hairy faces, throws axes at a wife, im- 
prisoned in a stock, to determine if she’s guilty of being 
unfaithful. If he hits the ropes, she’s free. If he smashes 
in her head, she’s guilty.

Still Hilarious Up to a Point '

Now at the SHADY OAK and RICHMOND it has been lavishly 
and beautifully done in pastel hueg of Technicolor and the 
acting by Gerard Philipe, Danielle Darrieux afid Antonélila 
Lualdi is some of the best out of France in a long time. 
Philipe plays Julien Sorel, the carpenter’s son who studies 
for the priesthood, who loves the military pomp of that post- 
Napoleonic era and really wants to be a soldier, and who is 
quite successful with the ladies in the wealthy houses where 
he works as secretary to pay for his studies. The love scenes 
are done with fire and passion. The torments of conscience, the 
conflicts between social pressures and love and the rigid caste 
system which frustrated the young Sorel are all penetratingly 
examined.

NO ONE CAN ACCUSE the 
St. Louis fashion designers of 
being “copy-cats.” Weeks be- 
fore St. Louisans were wearing 
their summer clothes and be- 
fore most other markets over 
the country had shown their 
new collections to the retail 
buyers, members of the St. 
Louis Fashion Creators had 
their fall lines in production. 

Now they are turning out 
original concepts of the re- 
laxed silhouette for autumn 
and winter, have launched into 
some unique interpretations of 
the triangular shape, and are 
indorsing the high-waisted Em- 
pire mode with enthusiasm. 
There also are some interesting 
versions of the tunic theme, 
numerous jumpers that con- 
ceal their identity, and so many 
different costume ideas it is 
difficult to pick the winner. 

All of which adds up to the 
conclusion that the St. Louis 
manufacturers have sacked the 
sack! The only exception to the 
rule against sacks is an oc- 
casional “fun” dress made out 
of real sacking material and 
equipped with a drawstring at 
the hemline. 

Bowing to the wishes of the 
men and the more conservative 
dressers among the women, the 
local designers have decided 
that there are too many flat- 
tering fashions to give the sack 
another season. Although they 
are primarily a “young” mar- 
ket, catering to the whims of 
young America, and the youth- 
ful wearers are the ones who 
have accepted the loose-fitting 
silhouettes, they prefer modi- 
fication of the relaxed look. 
The Empire and Directoire re- 
vivals, for example, accentuate 
the bustline although the 
waistline is placed high and 
the midriff section is only 
semi-fitted. Application of em- 
broidered motifs, introduction 
of novelty belts and a clever 
use of pleats also are effective 
in giving a new look to the 
fashions. 

Outstanding among the de- 
signs which are decidedly dif- 
ferent are those in the casual 
classification. Co-ordinated 
skirts, overblouses, and jackets 
provide an opportunity for the 
injection of pretty shapes and 
colorful fabric alliances. The 
Jo Collins collection, for ex- 
ample, makes excellent use of 
the bulky fabrics with a nubby 
surface.

They arrived at .about 11 
o’clock. We climbed aboard the 
station wagon and headed for 
the bottom fields. Here we 
parked and struck out for the 
back of the farm. On every 
side the bob-whites whistled, 
and in a bit of swamp that 
supports a buttonbush thicket 
we located several nests of the 
red-winged blackbird with 
their oddly lined blue-green 
eggs. At the ponds we marked 
more than a dozen varieties of 
dragon and damselflies, many 
of them magnificently colored 
and glistening in the bright 
sunshine. 

On these expeditions we 
never actually try for a big bird 
list—and yet the list grows in 
spite of us. One reason is the 
ability of Comfort and Hath to 
recognize the songs of prac- 
tically all our summering birds;

As we 
were hiking back toward the 
car in late afternoon Earl Com- 
fort marked a far-off song and 
said it would have to be either 
a blue grosbeak or an orchard 
oriole. 

I told him where, on this 
part of the farm, the orioles 
generally nested and where 
we have found the blue gros- 
beak in past seasons—and we 
decided the song came from 
the gtosbeak’s territory. We 
hiked across the field to the 
lane and found our grosbeak, 
which is a beautiful bird and 
quite a rare one with us. 
Then in the oriole’s territory 
we found not one, but two 
males and heard them sing-

Back at the house we tried 
to sum up our experiences of 
the afternoon: Almost no one 
in this age of rush, hurry and 
worry takes enough time out 
for quiet contemplation which 
is the only sure way of keeping 
life in balance.

Defense officials have dis- 
closed that the network will in- 
corporate a 3000-mile radar 
that will give 30 minutes warn- 
ing and a “99 plus per cent 
probability” of detection. 

Three Installations. | 

The Air Force has officially 
announced only that work will | 
begin this summer at a site in| 
Alaska at.a preliminary cost of 
$60,000,000. The informant can- | 
firmed that another installation | 
will be built at Thule, Green- 
land, and a third somewhere in | 
northern Canada. 

Each base is expected to cost 
upwards of $250,000,000 and 
the entire network will run to 
over one billion dollars.

tant Early Warning (DEW) line, | 
will be capable of differenti- | 
ating between planes, rockets, 
earth satellites and falling me- 
teors. 

Thus the likelihood _ that 
American bombers or missiles 
will be launched on a false 
alarm will be greatly reduced. 
The Soviet Union recently pro- 
tested against the polar flights 
of Strategic Air Command 
bombers sent aloft when mete- 
ors appeared on United States 
radar scopes as if they were 
I.C.B.M.:s. 

To assure completion of.the 
warning system by 1960, steel, 
concrete and electronic equip- 
ment must arrive at the arctic 
sites before winter. 

Nike-Zeus by 1960. 

Lt. Gen. Arthur G. Trudeau, 
Army chief of research and de- 
velopment, disclosed that the 
Nike- Zeus, America’s anti- 
missile missile, will be combat 
ready by 1960. 

But even if this date is 
pushed back, the ‘30-minute 
warning expected from 
ballistic missile radars. will 
give ample time to get Amer- 
ican bombers into the air. 

The Nike-Zeus was designed 
to shoot down missiles at alti- 
tudes of 17 miles or more, but 
it might be effective against 
submarine-launched rockets as 
well as 
missiles, Trudeau said. He said 
that until the Nike-Zeus is 
combat ready, the United 
States will be defenseless 
against space missiles. But the

WHY CANADIANS 
ARE MAD AT US 


‘There's trouble north of the border, where worry and fear may 
develop into anti-Americanism. A Parade on-the-spot report 


by MARYLIN BENDER 


66 AY ANADIANS ARE LIKE debutantes and adoles- 
cents,” one of Canada’s most distinguished 
statesmen remarked the other day. 

“You know how sensitive debutantes and ado- 
lescents are. They want to be noticed. 

“Well; we Canadians want to be noticed.” 

There was a twinkle in his blue eyes. But the flash 
of his dry wit followed the answer to this question put 
to him by parapeE: “Is there cause for concern in 
Canadian-U.S. relations?” His reply: Yes. 

On the eve of President Eisenhower's visit to 
Ottawa, this reporter crisscrossed the land of our Good 
Neighbor to the north in an effort to discover what's 
bothering the Canadians. Are, they mad at us all of a 
sudden? And if so, why? 

Worry and fear are being translated: into anti- 
Americanism on the other side of our unfortified bor- 
der these days. Canadians are frankly critical of U.S. 
conduct because: 

1) They're afraid of “losing their shirts.” 

2) They. often disagree with U.S. foreign policy. 

3) They're convinced we take them for granted. 

The first reason is the biggest. Slogans and pithy 
phrases like “economic nationalism” and “pro-Canadi- 
anism” spring from it. So does the sentiment that 
Canada — having won independence from Britain — 
ought not become an economic “colony” of the U.S. 

The Gordon Report (as the findings of the Royal 
Commission on Canada’s Economic Prospects com- 
monly are called) woke Canadians up to their nation’s 
vast, and still largely untapped, wealth in oil, natural 
gas, uranium and other vital resources. It also im- 
pressed them with the danger of losing these riches to 
the control of a foreign power — the U.S. 

Canada always has owed her enviable economic 
expansion to foreign investment. Initially it was Brit- 
ish capital. Later, astute American businessmen fi- 


nanced development of Canadian raw materials. Some 
Canadian industries — notably, petroleum and auto- 
mobiles — are American-controlled. 

There are complaints that some U.S. parent con- 
cerns don’t sell stock in their Canadian subsidiaries to 
Canadians or put Canadians in top posts in the sub- 
sidiaries. Lately the “Cars to Communist China” inci- 
dent has aggravated the suspicion that, although the 
American investments are private, it is Washington 
that calls the tune. 


Exports Are Essential 


In this case, a Vancouver exporter sounded out 
both the Canadian and the U.S. Ford Motor Com- 
panies on an offer to sell 1,000 cars to Red China. 
From U.S. company headquarters came the reply that 
U.S. Government rulings forbade Red China trade. 
Hence, no sale. Canadians don’t blame Ford for obey- 
ing the rules. But. they ask why —— when Ottawa per- 
mits such trade —- a Canadian subsidiary must fol- 
low U.S. instructions on cars made in Canada. 
Unemployment in the Canadian auto industry and the 
fact that Canada must export to live (and has a $1 
billion trade imbalance with the U.S.) make it clear 
why the case became tinged with emotion. 

“It’s the uncertainty that’s killing us,” a Canadian 
industrialist explains. American capital, he says, cre- 
ates a boom in Canada, then the U.S. Congress, re- 
sponding to domestic pressures, pulls out the rug by 
threatening to raise tariffs (as with lead and zinc) or 
lowering import quotas (as was done last year with 
oil). 

Meanwhile the hard-pressed Canadian wheat far- 
mer, who receives cash payments for his grain only 
after it is delivered to the elevator, has been told that 
U.S. Government “giveaways” and barter deals of 
surplus wheat are unfair competition to Canada’s 


acute need for world markets for her agricultural 
products. 

Canadians, then, are debating whether they can 
afford to keep so many of their eggs in one neighbor's 
basket. (Prime Minister Diefenbaker has suggestec 
diverting 15 per cent of Canada’s trade to Britain. 
The nub of the problem is U.S. insistence on organiz 
ing North America as a military defense unit without 
comparable unity in the economic field. 

The second reason for Canadian dissatisfaction - 


- internationally speaking —- appears on the map. Ca- 


nadians are acutely conscious of their “vulnerable” 
position as a small power between two noisy giants, 
the U.S. and the U.S.S.R.. 

Canada accepts U.S. leadership of the free world. 
But many Canadians are concerned over America’s 
approach in dealing with Russia. Though Canadians 
may be practically indistinguishable from Americans 
in looks, speech and plumbing, just across the border 
one now hears the anti-Americanisms that have be 
come familiar in other parts of the world. 

Here are examples from students, farmers, house- 
wives: 

“The U.S. is too rigid” . . . “Why must the U.S. al 
ways say ‘no’?” ... “U.S. foreign policy is dominated 
by business interests” ...“The Russians can’t be as 
bad as you Americans paint them” . . . “First it was 
the British Empire, then the German Empire and now 
the American dollar-sign Empire.” 

Although Ottawa insists “the matter is still open, 
there is pressure for the recognition of Red China. 
As for trade with Peiping, most Canadians favor it. 
The government already has moved some of the wheat 
surplus in sales to Red China. 

But it is “a series of ineptitudes,” says Edgar 
McInnis, president of the Canadian Institute of Inter- 
national Affairs, “that have irritated U.S.-Canadian 
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relations.” Among them he cites the Norman case. 

This centered on E. Herbert Norman, Canada’s am- 
bassador to Egypt. Last year a U.S. Senate subcom- 
mittee implied — in a press release — that he had 
Communist associations. Following this disclosure, 
Norman committed suicide. Canadians were shocked, 
and Ottawa—which cleared Norman in a 1951 inves- 
tigation—-protested strongly to the State Department. 

The latter replied that it had faith in Canada’s 
diplomatic choices but disclaimed responsibility for 
Congressional actions. Some Canadians, not fully un- 
derstanding our separation of executive and legislative 
branches of government, remained aggrieved. Besides, 
says McInnis, the case is “another example of your 
cavalier handling of an important matter.” 


The Role of Go-between 


Some Canadians feel that, since the U.S. is demon- 
strably undiplomatic, it may be Canada’s role to act as 
the interpreter or “honest broker” between West and 
East. Others reason that although Canada is respected 
and trusted by the uncommitted nations, she is too 
irrevocably linked with the West on the big issues to 
play this role. 

Recently, the Diefenbaker government tied the bow 
on the NORAD agreement. ( At Colorado Springs, U.S. 
and Canadian air defense is unified under a single 
command, with an American chief and a Canadian 
deputy.) Although the joint defense was begun under 
the previous Liberal administration, Canadians now 
are pondering — quibbling, perhaps —~ whether Can- 
ada might be “push-buttoned” into war without Parlia- 
ment’s permission being asked. But missile warfare 
has dane away with warning time and permission- 
asking. Is there an alternative? 

Finally, Canadians are annoyed — with varying 
degrees of intensity — that “you Americans” can't

On today’s cover PARADE presents the first 
authentic (though unofficial) drawing of 
the half airplane, half spaceship which 
the Air Force is rushing into production 
to replace the B-52 bomber. This new jet 
giant is the celebrated B-70 “chemical 
bomber” which will be powered, in. part, 
by the same brown crystals used in manu- 
facturing soap and water-softener. 

Like a plane, it will be tied to this planet 
— but it will operate under near-space 
conditions. It will cruise above 75,000 
feet, almost out of the earth’s atmosphere. 
It will fly faster than 2,000 mph, generat- 
ing friction that will heat it above 900 
degrees Fahrenheit. It thus will face two 
major perils of space flight: intense cold 
from altitude and intense heat from fric- 
tion. 

The four-man crew will be sealed in an 
airtight cabin suitable for space travel. 
( They will not have to wear awkward pres- 
sure suits. ) For emergencies, ejection seats 
will be fitted with individual capsules 
which will return to earth by parachute 
and float if they drop in water. 

The B-70 will be comparable in size to 
the B-52: longer Cover 156’), narrower 
(less than 185’ wing span) and about the 
same weight (350,000 Ibs.).°It will be 
driven by six jet engines (the B-52 has 
eight) and will be steered automatically 
by an electronic device that will take its 
course from the stars. On the ground, a 
detachable pod will keep the engines and 
electronic equipment warmed up for in- 
stant take-off. 


What It Can Do 


So tight is security surrounding the 
B-70 that only cryptic references to its 
capabilities have appeared in the press. 
Within the limits of national safety, how- 
ever, PARADE now can reveal that: 

e The B-70 will be able to fly to the heart 
of Russia and back in five hours without 
refueling. 

¢ It will be able to whip an H-bomb off to 
the side, permitting the plane to bomb a 
target without flying directly overhead. 

¢ It also will carry hydrogen-headed mis- 
siles under its wings. If necessary, these 
can be launched from near-space more 
than 1,000 miles away from the target.

e The high-soaring bomber may be bul’ 


verted into the world’s first missile inter- 
ceptor, capable of shooting down intercon- 
tinental ballistic missiles. Patrolling the 
threshold of space, it could be armed with 
heat-homing, anti-missile missiles that 
would be drawn to the ICBMs by the fric- 
tion they generate in flight. 

e Experience gained with the B-70 will 
one day bring London within a comfort- 
able two hours’ commuting of New York. 
e The B-70 will be an important step to- 
ward manned space flight, perhaps the 
forerunner of the first manned spaceship. 


Why a Bomber? 


Despite these exciting prospects, the 
B-70 will not be able to match the speed 
and altitude of the intercontinental mis- 
siles being built right now. Why, then, 
does the Air Force want another bomber? 

The answer the Air generals give is that 
manned bombers still are more effective 
than unmanned missiles. A pilot can re- 
spond to an unexpected situation. His 
mind cannot be jammed by electronic 
counter-measures, and he can change it 
to meet an emergency. Says one general: 


“No machine, no matter how complex, has 


the power to reason.” 

Missiles must be kept on the ground, 
vulnerable to a surprise blow, but bombers 
can stay on rotation in the air. Missiles 
must fly a fixed course which can be cal- 
culated and exposes them to being shot 
down. 

And missiles, once launched, cannot be 
called back. The launching order must 
wait until enemy attack is certain. But 
bombers can be sent off at once, then sum- 
moned back if the alarm proves false. 

The vision of the B-70 took form in 
1953, when the B-52 was replacing the 
piston-driven B-36 as the backbone of our 
air striking force. Looking ahead to the 
day when the B-52 also would become 
obsolete, the Air generals began planning 
for its successor. The B-36 lasted a dec- 
ade, and the B-52 will be obsolete in an- 
other five or six years. By then, the B-70 
will be ready to take its place in the Stra- 
tegic Air Command. The first gleaming 
prototype will be flight-tested in 1962 — 
18 months ahead of schedule. 

Three great companies—-Convair, Boe- 
ing and North American—competed for 
the B-70 contract. The Air Force asked 


for a bomber that would, in effect, close 
the gap between earth flight and space 
flight. Convair dropped out of the bidding, 
but Boeing and North American came up 
with exhaustive technical studies in 1956. 
Last fall, their final proposals were evalu- 
ated by a secret Air Force board. North 
American, with more experience in super- 
sonic flight, won out. 

Still in the blueprint stage, the B-70 
already has been labeled “chemical 
bomber,” which is misleading. The Air 
Force has used this term — referring to 
conventional fuel —to distinguish the 
B-70 from the future “atomic bomber.” 
By that definition, every plane now in the 
Air Force is “chemical.” 

Still, the B-70 will be the first bomber 
to use “exotic” or “zip” fuels to give the 
regular fuel an extra boost. These are 
boron fuels, made from boric oxide, which 
is itself derived from common borax — 
the stuff of soaps and water-softeners. The 
crystals, ground down to the consistency 
of face powder, are blown into the jet fuel. 
Result: 40 per cent more power. 

The B-70 will be a “two-speed” aircraft. 
It will take off and land at conventional 
speeds, but in the almost airless space 
above 75,000 feet it will shift to super- 
sonic speeds. Thanks to this flexibility, the 
B-70 can take off and. land on any field 
that now can handle the B-52. 


The Crew's Job 


Crews for B-70s probably will be taken 
off B-52s and given intensive training by 
the Strategic Air Command. Each crew 
will consist of chief pilot, co-pilot, navi- 
gator-bombardier-radio operator ( who will 
rely largely on automatic electronic gear ) 
and defensive system operator, the 1962 
version of Tail-gunner Charlie, whose 
weapon will be not a machine gun but a 
complex jamming device designed to baf- 
fle enemy radar and divert anti-aircraft 
missiles. This defensive system, known as 
ECM (electronic counter-measures), is 
supposed to jam the enemy’s communica- 
tions and electronic system, leaving him 
powerless. ECM has led to counter- 
counter-measures which, in turn, have led 
to counter-counter-counter-measures. 

By the same token, the B-70 itself is 
only a step in an endless progression. After 


the B-70, then what? Its successor may be
